MAKE POTATO TESTS

ians are now being made for 
potato crop of 1941 and 
cultural Representative W- 
M- Cockburo, Newmarket, has 
U£t Issued a report of the potato 
growing tests and demonstrations 
conducted in York county last 
year by the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College and the dominion 
experimental farm, following up 
the work carried on by the agri- 
cultural committee of York 
county council during the two 
previous years. 

The demonstrations fn 1940 
were similar to those in the 
counties of Middlesex, Simcoe 
and Ontario and the report show* 
average increases over the farm- 
ers' yields of 150 bus. of market' 
able potatoes in Middlesex on 38 
fllatmn in the last three years, 183 
[■ bus. on seven farms in Simcoe, 
; 200 bus. on six York farms and 
237 bus. on six Ontario county 
f farms in 1040. 

On each farm certified seed 
was planted on manured land, 
with the demonstration acre re- 
ceiving 750 lbs. of 4-8-10 fertili- 
ser that was not applied to the 
; one-half acre check plot. The 
ftChcck plot was sprayed for 
['beetles, while the demonstration 
re received five sprays of 

rdeaux mixture (bfuestone 
d lime), adding poison when

The 
larger plant from the fertilized 
and sprayed plot had eight good- 
sfzed marketable potatoes, while 
that from the check had four, of 
which three were marketable. 

Four years ago there were no 
growers of certified seed in York 
county and in 1940 13 growers' 
fields passed both field inspec- 
tions as being free of impurities 
and disease. Names of these 
growers and copies of the report 
may be obtained by applying to 
the agricultural representative at 
Newmarket, who is urging the 
farmers to lake advantage of the 
seed, especially since there is a 
possibility of commercial pota- 
toes for table use being graded 
in the near future— possibly in 
1941. The motto suggested is 
"Ik»«ter potatoes rather than 
more potatoes."

Bell Company May Get A Few Fish On Their Line 



Submarine telephone service 

across Lake Simcoe will soon be 
a reality, Harold McClelland, 

Bell Telephone manager here, 

told The Era this week. 

In a short while, calls from 
Newmarket to Roche's Point, 
Sutton or other points on the 
east side of Lake Simcoe will 
travel in a very roundabout 
way. They will first be long 
distanced to Toronto and from 
there to Barrie to Lefroy and 
.hence under Cook's Bay, Lake 
oimcoe, to Roche's Point and 
then to their requested destina- 
tion. 

A submarine cable across the 

floor of the lake, from Lefroy to 
Roche's Point, and connected at 
Lefroy to the Barrie-Toronto 
telephone cable, will be laid 
down, commencing in a few 
weeks, Mr. McClelland said. The 
cable will be lowered from a 



scow. 

Elimination o£ branch lines to 

Mount Albert and other rural 
centres will be an eventual result 

of the submarine cable, Mr. 
McClelland thought. Calls to 
these districts will eventually go 
by the new route, he indicated. 

JIr. McClelland said that the 
submarine service will mean a 
much improved reception of calls 
and the elimination of many 
miles of telephone wire. 

The telephone cable from Tor- 
onto to Barrie is strung along 
Bathurst St. As it nears Brad- 
ford, it is buried in the marsh 
and runs west of the town and 
on to Barrie. 

While digging for water re- 
cently, Mr. McClelland said, a 
Holland Marsh man cut through 
the Toronto-Barrie cable and dis- 
rupted telephone communication 
between the two centres for 
some time.

terday afternoon. 

"Germany is the dragon of 
yesterday in another -form and j 
must be defeated as St. George, f 
the patron saint of England, I 
vanquished that other dragon," j 
he declared. "I 

"What we need to be quite 
clear about is the fact that there 
in the old land are the front-line 
trenches for the defence of our 
homes, and liberties, and of free- 
dom in all. the world," continued 
Mr. Patstone. 

"Well may the angels weep for 
the sordid exhibition of 'man's 
inhumanity to man* that has 

been let loose in the world by 
those who would subjugate every 
finer instinct and aspiration in 
human nature to sheer brute 
force." 

Mr. Patstone related the legend 
of St. George, who slew a raven- 
ous dragon that threatened to 
devour the king of Lydda*s beau- 
tiful daughter. ■ 

"The story is being re-enacted 
on a colossal scale today," he 
said.

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Local dairies will supply all 
the milk used at the Newmarket 
training camp beginning with the 
next contract period from May 1 

to June 30, the town council 
learned through a telegram from 
Hon. W. P. Mulock, M. P. for 
North York and post-master- 
general, on Monday evening.

a milch cow supplying the whole Canadian 
family. 

We are told that we pay the bulk of dominion 
taxes, but we are not told that we are best able 
to pay. We are inclined to forget that we not 
only make up a third of the dominion's popula- 
tion, but we are also the chief business section 
with the best business stand. ' 

.We are as much better able to pay dominion 
taxes than the maritimes and the prairies as 
downtown Toronto is belter able to pay than 
north Toronto.

Often folks are disgusted with the way head- 
lines are strained to make the news from Europe 
sound new, exciting and interesting in spite of 
the competition of other newspapers and radio 
news reports. 

A multitude of sins is made up for, however, 
by one piece of excellent daily newspaper jour- 
nalism. That is the column of W. R. Plewman, 
under the title "The War Reviewed," in the Tor- 
onto Daily Star. Mr. Plewman is honest, accur- 
ate, conservative and yet intensely interesting 
and informative. His writing is the result of 
study and hard work. How he gets it done, and 
his maps prepared, each day, we can't think, but 
that he is performing a real service we do know. 
Every daily newspaper in Canada should 

endeavor to carry that column or its equivalent 

if such is available. 

Incidentally, Mr. Plewman added a little piece 
of advice to his war review on Saturday. We 
trust that it comes to the attention of those per- 
sons who are endeavoring in war-time to increase 
Ontario's beer outlets: "Hitler tells the German 
people that they have a hard, battle year ahead 
of them that calls for sacrifices on the part of 
those at home equally with those who serve at 
the front That is true to an even greater degree 
in the nations composing the British Common- 
wealth. Germany has ordered a 40 per cent 
reduction in the consumption of liquor and a new 
20 per cent reduction in the consumption of cigar- 
ettes. The effect is obtained by limiting the 
supply. In British countries the expenditures on 
liquor and luxuries affect monetary power and 
industrial and military efficiency. No doubt 
patriotic persons who make purchases not essen- 
tial to the war effort will curtail their habits and 
ask their fellows to join them in self-denying 
ordinances." 
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When Ontario is called upon for about half of 
the auxiliary services budget of 5 # 500,OGO 
dollars, as she has just been called upon and 
answered nobly, wc do not think of ourselves as 
the milch cow, and none dare suggest it at such 
a time. 

There is good reason. Wc have been, looking 
up some figures in the 1940 Canada Year Book. 
While Ontario's population is estimated at one- 
third of the total dominion population, and the 
"national wealth" of Canada is one-third in 
Ontario, Ontario's income tax assessment for 
1939 was 5578,000,000 out of a total of $1,127,000,- 
000 for the whole dominion, or more than half.

Quebec's 1939 income tax assessment was less 
than half Ontario's. The three maritime prov- 
inces had a total assessment of only $53,000,000, 
and the three prairie provinces a total of 

$100,000,000. 
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The reason that only one-third of the national 
v/L-allh is credited to Ontario is, wc gather, that 
it is credited to the provinces in which the 
physical assets lie rather than to the provinces in 
which the owners live. Farms in western Canada 
belonging to Newmarket people would be 
credited to the provinces in which they are 
situated, hut the taxable income (if any) from 
those farms would be credited to Ontario, the 
province in which the owners live. Thus three 
<;£ ihc western provinces are credited v/ith a 
higher per capita wealth than Ontario, and 
Quebec's per capita wealth is almost up to 
Ontario's ($3,190). 
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Ontario may well feel proud of its money con- 
tribution to the country's war effort, both in 
voluntary giving and in payments into the 
national coffers, but we should suspect the 
motives of those who talk "milch cow." Other 
parts of the dominion are doing as well as 
Ontario if} proportion to their means. 

What other provinces are doing is well illus- 
trated by figures given to parliament last week 
showing the number of enlistments by provinces 
since the war began. Ontario with one-third of 
the population might be expected to have one- 
third of the total of 107,000 recruits, or 00,009, 
but has done better than that with 72,504. 
Several other provinces, however, have also done 
better than arithmetic would expect. 'Hie mari- 
times, with one-tenth of the total population, have 
produced not 20,000 enlistments but 29,540. 
British Columbia should have produced about 
13,000 enlistments but is credited with 10,550. 

. Of course, other parts of the dominion have not 
done so well in enlistments, but if we knew all 
the facts we would probably understand why 
some areas have done better than others. 
Saskatchewan hasn't done as well, partly, we 
suppose, because such a large proportion of her 
population is foreign-born or only second-genera- 
tion Canadian, and partly perhaps because so 
many of her young men had drifted east or to the 
coast during the depression and drought years 
(their enlistments would thus be credited to other 
provinces), 

• •"' " 

While Saskatchewan's total enlistments are 
low, her R.C.A.F. enlistments on a per capita basis 
are equal to Ontario's and Manitoba's B.C.A.F. 
enlistments on a per capita basis lead the entire 
dominion. About one out of eight Ontario enlist- 
ments are R.C.A.F., and about one out of five 
Saskatchewan enlistments are B.C.A.F. About 
one out of 17 N.S. and P.E.I. enlistments are 
H.C.A.F. and about one out of seven navy. 
Ontario's navy enlistments are about one out of 
18. 

Quebec hasn't done so well per capita as most 
provinces in total enlistments, but that is to be 
understood in view of the political capital which 
our major parties have made of the conscription 
question in that province over the last 20 years. 
The Canadian Press says that there arc more 
French-speaking recruits available than can be 
placed in French-speaking units. 

All parts of the dominion are doing their part, 
according to their means, in money and men. The 
belief widely held at the beginning of this war 
that the struggle would not be one between great 
land armies is not so confidently expressed now, 
but there is still reason to hope that when the 

final reckoning of cost is made our Canadian lass 
of men will not be great— that our loss will have 

been largely in money and materials and yeara 

•out of the lives of those who have served in the 
armed forces. 



OTTAWA CORRECTS 
A LOCAL SCANDAL 

On Feb, The Era called to public attention 
the scandalous fact that army trucks, produced 
and counted as part of Canada's "war effort," 
were transporting milk from Toronto to the 
Newmarket training camp. They were not only 
carrying "coals to Newcastle" but they were in 
effect carrying to Newcastle coals which had 
originated in Newcastle, that is, milk was being 
carried to the city and then being carried back 
again — with the public paying the transport. 

We pointed out that the reason that the army 
trucks were thus being misused was because the 
Toronto firm which had the contract did not have 
a license to deliver milk in Newmarket. 

On March 17 Newmarket town council passed 
a resolution asking the federal government to 
establish a bread and milk depot in Newmarket 

so that these commodities might be purchased 

locally. "■;??**<: 

Nfayor Dales expressed the opinion that the 
government was paying more in Toronto for milk 
than it would pay locally and was giving the 
camp here milk at least three days old. In 
addition, as The Era pointed out, there was the 
unnecessary trucking. . : ' 

Now a telegram from Hon. W. P. Muloek, post- 
master-general, to Deputy- Reeve Joseph Vale, 
Nev/market, states that milk is to be purchased 
"locally."; 

That will be good business for Canada, and 
good business for local dairies. The new arrange- 
ment will eliminate waste and extravagance. 

Most certainly, the town council deserves 
credit for taking this matter up, and Ottawa de- 
serves credit for having acted so promptly. 
Democratic institutions do work pretty well.

WHAT LETHARGY HAS 
"LET US IN FOR" 

Of 754 municipalities which have repotted to 
Queen's Park, only 193 will have a municipal 
election this year-end or are entitled to fill vac- 
ancies by election rather than appointment. 
There are 148 municipalities which have not re- 
ported what action if any they took with regard 
to the tv/o-year term. 

In 500 municipalities no vole was taken and in 
52 the citizens voted in favor of the two-year 

term. 

Whitchurch- township, incidentally, is likely to 

have an election to fill three seats on the council 
on May 5, This will be to fill the seat of the 
deputy-reeve, left vacant by death, and the scats 
of tv/o councillors resigning to contest the vac- 
ancy. If Whitchurch had not voted "No" on this 
question, the clerk and council would have 
appointed the deputy-reeve, probably from among 
their own numbers, and would then have had to 
select a newcomer to fill the council vacancy. The 
newcomer would have sat in council for nearly 
two years at least without having received the 
approval of the people. .

Baker, whose home is in Whitchurch township 
declared at the time that his township had done 
the right thing in voting "No."

"Tills is nothing to those fur- 
ther south," observed my better 
half, with perhaps a mistaken 
idea of being consolatory. 

"Do we have to go up any 
more?" I asked, but on being 
reassured on this point, I gave 
my attention to the spot which 
has spelled home to us for all 
these years. 

And once again we live and 
move and have our being amid 
mud. To Ihc north, south, cast 
and west it stretches— especially 
north and east, and we see the 
milk cans in the mornings in 
buggies and wagons, these being 
resurrected for the occasion. 

No sound of Irucks, loaded 
with this or thai, rushing past our 
home—a Sabbath stillness reigns, 
broken only by the thrum of a 
tractor as it pursues its Work of 
mercy, or the drone of an air- 
plane, dipping ho tow that we 
wouldn't he at afJ surprised if 
the tops of our trees had been 
sheared off. 

We have gone back to pioneer 
days— our postman, mail-bag on 
back, walks cast and south— for 
the mail, like the show, must 
always go on. 

Today our bread arrived via a

"I cannot describe things here, a* 
it's terrible, Windows . are very 
scarce. They are out of the ques- 
tion. It's nothing to see «very 
window in the place out. doors off. 
roof full of holes.' I guess you 
have seen pictures of the wrecked 

homes. ., 

"L&st week we had a bomb 
dropped a few yards away and 
what a crash it made. It killed 
one of our neighbors and injured 
several and that put paid to our 
windows, so we have had them 
boarded up. He dropped another 
just in front of the house and of 
course down came more buildings. 
Around the corner 2t> houses are 
down. They were all four storeys 
high— you see we are right in Uus 
thick of it. 



At Victoria Park he has dropped 
hundreds. The big outdoor swim- 
ming pool is gone — the guns are 
ten times worse than In the l*8t 
War. Ho Is getting more than he 
is giving. We have our cellar fixed 
up with bunks and we sleep down 
there for protection, as the flying 
shrapnel crushes everywhere. We 
do not undress at all. as you have 
to bo ready in a minute's notice as 
your house is liable to come In on 
top of you. So you see you may 
haw to be dug out as well as 
bombed out. 

"The system here in wonderful. 
The dust Is hardly settled before 
the ambulances, the A.R.P, and the 
police are there. Tlioy are marvel- 
ous — of course, everyone helps one 
another. They have special v.uter 
tanks in the roads full of water so 
the firemen are prepared even :f 
the mains break. We are all right 
today, but 'old nasty* may do the 
dirty on us,"

Freight-Free Grain In 
County Totals 41 Cars 

Forty-one cars of feed grain 
have been brought into the 
county under the freight- free 
policy of the dominion and pro- 
vincial departments of agricul- 
ture. W. M. Cockburn. agricul- 
tural representative, told The 
Era this week. This represents 
a total of 405 orders from var- 
ious fanners in the county. 

Purchase of this grain was 
limited to bona fide farmers who 
were engaged in agriculture as 
a means of livelihood and was 
brought into effect to assist those 
who through unfavorable weath- 
er conditions last year were dis- 
appointed in securing their usual 
supply of feed grain. 

Mr. Cockburn would like to 
issue a word of warning to those 
farmers securing this grain. It 
is to be used for feed only and 
under no circumstances should it 
be used for seed, owing to the 
fact that in many cases there is 
Quite a mixture of varieties. 
which might or might not be 
suitable to county conditions and 
such mixtures cannot be expect- 
ed to ripen evenly. 

Recently the representative 
reports that he was asked to pass 
judgment on a sample of clover 
seed which a farmer was con- 
templating purchasing from his 
neighbor. A casual glance would 
lead one to believe that this was 
a fairly good sample of seed, but 
analysis indicated that there was 
a total of nearly 1,600 noxious 
weed seeds per oz„ including 
nearly 1,000 buckhorn or rib 
grass seeds and nearly 60(1 wild 
carrot seeds. The total weed 
$CQd content was over 3,000 per 
oz. Farmers are advised to pur- 
chase clover and grass seeds, 
especially, only on a government 
grade. 

Weed seeds are very difficult 
to identify and current prices 
are altogether too high for pur- 
chasing anything except No. 1 
seed. One sample of clover seed 
submitted to one of the cleaning 
plants contained over fc\000 weed 
seeds per oz. and when the oper- 
the plant advised the 
that he could not clean 
this seed up for him to meet 
government requirements, the 
grower took the seed home and 
it is to be hoped that some un- 
suspecting neighbor did not pur- 
chase this seed as a so-called 
bargain.

The person grad Ing 
the eggs, cither the producer or 
the registered grader, is respon- 
sible for the product for 3G hours 
after the retailer acquires it.

FARMERS CO-OPERATE 



A unique agricultural meeting 
was held in the township hall at 
Belhaven last Thursday evening, 
when North Gwillimbury coun- 
cil sponsored a meeting for the 
fanners of the township. 

They called in Agricultural 
Representative W. M. Cockburn, 

and his assistant, T. R. Hilliard, 
to lead discussion. Although 
most of the roads in the town- 
ship were almost impassable, 50 

farmers turned out. 

Discussion centred around hay 
and pasture improvement for the 
dairy herd, new and rust resist- 
ant varieties of grain, Hybrid 
corn and Hybrid corn tests, 

potato varieties and demonstra- 
tion potato plots in York county 
in 1940, and concluded with a 
general discussion on hog mar- 
keting, arising from a trip which 
some of the farmers of the town- 
ship made recently to a packing 
plant in Toronto. 

In the experience of the older 
ratepayers of the community, 
this is the first time in history 
that the farmers co-operated 
with their council to' take 
advantage of their county agri- 
cultural office.

"Miss Widdifield wanted the 
town to make that property a 
playground for the children." 

"That's a valuable piece of 
property," said Mayor Dr. IvW. 
Dales. "Why don't you fill it in?" 

Councillor Frank Bowser said 
that last year he had made an 
agreement with the Office Spe- 
cially by which the company 
agreed to help fill in the prop- 
erty if part of the park was used 
as a parking lot for its employ** 
ces. However, the executors of 
the Widdifield estate would not 
allow this, said Mr. Bowser. 

"Miss Widdifield won't have it 
filled in for a parking station," 
Mr. Spillctte declared. 

"Goodness knows this town is 
filled with playgrounds," said 
Mayor Dales. HVe should make 
efforts to get a compromise." 

Mayor Dales agreed to discuss 
the matter with Mrs. Violet 
Robinson McNaughton. solicitor 
of the estate.
